WASHINGTON I The House voted Thursday to 
treat attacks on a pregnant woman as sepa- 
rate crimes against both her and the fetus 
she is carrying. Critics say it would under- 
mine abortion rights by giving fetuses new 
federal legal status. 

Passage of the Unborn Victims of Violence 
Act was actively backed by the White House 
and President Bush’s conservative supporters. 
Following enactment of the law banning “par- 
tial-birth” abortions last year, the bill is this 
year’s prime measure dealing with the unborn. 

It passed 254-163 after the House rejected 


a Democratic-led alternative that would have 
increased penalties for attacks on pregnant 
women in which the fetus is injured or killed 
without conferring new rights on fetuses. 

Supporters denied the bill was about abor- 
tion, pointing to language that specifically 
protects those carrying out legal abortions 
from prosecution. But the abortion issue 
dominated the debate. 

Senate Majority Leader Bill Frist, R-Tenn., 
has pledged to bring up the bill soon, but it is 
uncertain whether he has the votes needed

Blair Hit 
With U.N. 
Spy Claim 

Ex- Cabinet minister says 
Annan target of espionage 

LONDON I Britain spied on U.N. Secretary- 
General Kofi Annan in the buildup to the 
Iraq war, a former Cabinet minister said 
Thursday, triggering yet another postwar 
crisis for Prime Minister Tony Blair. 

Blair refused to confirm or deny the accu- 
sation and branded his former international 
development secretary, Clare Short, “deeply 
irresponsible” for commenting on sensitive 
security issues. 

Short, who has repeat- 
edly embarrassed Blair 
since she quit the Cabinet 
in May over the war, said 
she read transcripts of 
Annan’s conversations 
while she was a member 
of the government. 

“The U.K. in this time 
was also ... spying on Kofi Annan’s office 
and getting reports from him about what 
was going on,” she said in an interview with 
BBC radio. 

The United Nations said any spying on 
Annan’s office would be illegal. 

For Blair, the allegation is another poten- 
tially damaging aftershock of the Iraq inva- 
sion. The government’s bitter dispute with the 
BBC, over a report that it “sexed up” the threat 
posed by Iraq, ensured months of negative 
headlines and the worst crisis of Blair’s career 
when a weapons scientist at the center of the 
allegations committed suicide. 

Blair’s decision to back President Bush 
caused his popularity to sag. Despite the swift 
fall of Baghdad, his personal ratings show 
little signs of recovering, edjohnson(ap)

Ashamed’ Radio 
Chief Comes Clean 


Clear Channels Hogan 
apologizes to Congress 
for raunchy programs 

WASHINGTON | The head of the 
nation’s largest radio station chain 
apologized Thursday for a raunchy 
morning show that brought the larg- 
est indecency fine in history. 

John Hogan, president of 1,200- 
station Clear Channel Radio, told 
members of the House Energy and 
Commerce telecommunications 
subcommittee he was “ashamed” 
of the “Bubba the Love Sponge” 
show. The program, which aired 
on stations in Florida, recent- 
ly was slapped with a $755,000 
proposed fine from the Federal 
Communications Commission for 
sexually explicit content and other 
alleged indecency violations. 

“We were wrong to air that 
material,” Hogan said. “I accept 
responsibility for our mistake and 
my company will live with the con- 
sequences of its actions.” 


Clear Channel fired the disc 
jockey Tuesday, then announced 
the next day it would suspend any 
personality accused of airing inde- 
cent programming and would ask 
its DJs to share in any financial 
penalties. Also Wednesday, it sus- 
pended broadcasts of the Howard 
Stern show on its six stations that 
carry it, citing sex- 
ually graphic con- 
tent from Tuesday’s 
broadcast. 

Clear Channel’s 
moves are the latest 
examples of broad- 
casters responding 
to pressure from federal regulators 
and lawmakers who say too much 
of radio and TV programming has 
become unsuitable for children. 

Hogan joined executives from 
ABC, Fox, NBC and Pax in testi- 
fying before the subcommittee, 
which voted earlier this month to 
increase the maximum fine for inde- 
cency from $27,500 to $275,000.

Report details police 
contact with Harris, 
Klebold before murders 

LAKEWOOD, COLO. I Authorities 
had at least 15 contacts with the 
Columbine High School killers 
dating back two years before their 
murderous attack, the state attorney 
general said Thursday in a report 
that angered families of the victims. 

Ken Salazar also said he is inves- 
tigating whether authorities tried 
to cover up what they knew about 
the rampage. However, he did 
not blame the Jefferson County 
sheriff’s office for missing warn- 
ing signs about Eric Harris and 
Dylan Klebold, and said he found 
no evidence of negligence. 

But the attorney general said his 
investigation is not complete and 
has grown since he was asked to 
look into contacts between the kill- 
ers and investigators beginning in 


1997, two years before the attack. 

More than 150 people lined up 
to view a vast and chilling display 
of evidence — the murder weap- 
ons, bullet fragments, the chairs 
and tables where the victims were 
gunned down. 

Authorities also released two 
videos, one of the anxious scene in 
a park across the street from the 


school that day, and another, 90- 
minute compilation of videos made 
by Harris and Klebold. 

Harris, 18, and Klebold, 17, 
killed 12 students and a teacher 
before taking their own lives at 
the school near Littleton on April 
20, 1999. It remains the deadliest 
school shooting in U.S. history.

I62 Priests Accused in Boston 


City archdiocese says 
815 minors have alleged 
abuse in past 50 years 

BOSTON I The Boston Archdiocese, 
the epicenter of the clergy sex abuse 
crisis that has shaken the Roman 
Catholic Church, released a report 
Thursday showing that 162 of its 
priests have been accused of molest- 
ing 815 minors since 1950. 

More than half of the incidents 
were linked to just seven priests, the 
report said. 

The number of priests alleged to 
have molested people is equivalent to 
about 7 percent of the 2,324 ordained 
priests who served in the archdio- 


cese during that time, according to 
church officials. 

BostonArchbishopSeanO’Malley 
called the numbers “truly horrific.” 

“One incident of child abuse is 
too many, one child hurt too much,” 
O’Malley said in a statement. “We 
must all do everything that we can 
to make sure that the scourge of 
child abuse not only within the 
church but in the wider society as 
well is wiped clean from our midst.” 

The statistics were part of a nation- 
wide survey of clergy sex abuse con- 
ducted by the John Jay College of 
Criminal Justice in New York. 


The national report, scheduled to 
be released to the public on Friday, is 
expected to say that more than 4,000 
priests have been accused nationwide 
since 1950. It was overseen by the 
National Review Board, a lay watch- 
dog panel formed by American bish- 
ops after the abuse scandal exploded 
in Boston in January 2002. 

Of the 815 allegations of sexu- 
al abuse by priests reported from 
1950-2003, more than half took 
place between 1965 and 1982, but 
nearly 500 of the reports of abuse 
came in since the scandal broke in

Study: Native English Speakers Declining 


WASHINGTON! The idea that English 
will become the world language is 
outdated, with the future more like- 
ly to see people switching between 
two or more languages for routine 
communications, a British language 
expert says in a new analysis. 

The share of the world’s popula- 
tion that speaks English as a native 
language is falling, David Graddol 
reports. Instead, English will play a 
growing role as a second language. 


he says in the journal Science. 

English- only speakers may find 
it difficult to fully participate in a 
multilingual society, he said. 

A multilingual population is 
already the case in much of the 
world and is becoming more com- 
mon in the United States. Indeed, 
the Census Bureau reported last 
year that nearly one American in 
five speaks a language other than

Drug Claims 
To Strangle 
Cancer Cells 

FDA approves Avastin, 
which temporarily 
treats colon cancer 

WASHINGTON! The government on 
Thursday approved the first drug 
that promises to attack cancer by 
choking off its blood supply, a colon 
cancer treatment called Avastin. 

The drug has only a modest 
benefit — it can extend the lives of 
patients with advanced colon can- 
cer by about five months, the Food 
and Drug Administration cau- 
tioned. 

But it’s a significant development, 
because Avastin becomes the first 
drug proved to work according to a 
novel theory that tumors must form 
a network of blood vessels to survive 
— and that shutting down that pro- 
cess, called angiogenesis, could fight 
cancer in a manner completely dif- 
ferently than other treatments. 

In a study of 800 colon cancer 
patients, half received intravenous 
Avastin in addition to routine chemo- 
therapy. Not only was tumor growth 
delayed in those getting Avastin, but 
the Avastin patients lived about 20 
months, five months longer than 
those getting standard treatment.

Infuriated earthquake survivors 
swarmed into the streets and com- 
mandeered aid convoys as interna- 
tional rescuers complained of slip- 
shod organization by Moroccan 
officials in the effort to get relief to 
the neediest. Meanwhile, Moroccan 
officials called off rescue efforts, say- 
ing the missing had been accounted 
for. The death toll from Tuesday’s 
pre-dawn quake held at 571 and 
was not expected to rise.

Macedonian President Feared Dead 


Trajkovski missing, 
presumed dead after 
plane erashes in fog 

BITONJA,BOSNIA-HERZEGOVINA|Mac- 
edonian President Boris Trajkovski, 
a moderate leader who helped unite 
his ethnically divided country, 
was missing and presumed dead 
Thursday after his plane crashed 
in thick fog, the Macedonian gov- 
ernment said. 

Trajkovski ’s presumed death 
comes at a critical time for 
Macedonia, a tiny Balkan republic 
still tense after six months of ethnic 
conflict in 2001. Trajkovski, 47, had

been widely hailed for his efforts to 
get Macedonians and rival ethnic 
Albanians to live together in peace. 
He had called for the significant

Trajkovski was en route to an 
international investment conference 
in the Bosnian city of Mostar when 
his plane went down near the vil- 
lage of Bitonja, officials said. 

Bosnia and Macedonia declared 
Friday a day of mourning and 
messages of condolences poured 
in from world leaders.

U.S. Ban 
On Travel to 
Libya Ends 

After 23 years, an 
opening for American 
companies, tourists 

WASHINGTON I The Bush admin- 
istration ended a long-standing 
ban on travel to Libya and invited 
American companies to begin plan- 
ning their return after Moammar 
Gadhafi’s government affirmed that 
it was responsible for the bombing 
of Pan Am flight 103 in 1988. 

The administration also encour- 
aged Libya to establish an official 
presence in Washington by opening 
an “interests section,” a diplomatic 
office a level beneath an embassy. 

The White House announce- 
ment rescinded travel restrictions 
that have been in place for 23 years 
against Libya, a country which the 
United States had long branded a 
sponsor of state terrorism. 

Allowing U.S. travel to Libya 
would give U.S. corporations an 
opportunity to do lucrative busi- 
ness in Libya’s rich oil fields. 

The United States has been mov- 
ing toward improved relations with 
Tripoli since Gadhafi renounced the 
development of weapons of mass 
destruction and allowed inspec- 
tors to verify that his country was 
abandoning nuclear, chemical and 
biological programs, (ap)

Haiti’s 

Rebels 

Poised 

Leader says fighters 
are waiting for order 
to attack capital 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, HAITI | Haiti’s 
rebel leader said his fighters were 
advancing on the capital Thursday 
and awaited an order to attack 
unless President Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide resigns. 

Rebel leader Guy Philippe would 
not say if an attack on the capital 
was imminent. “We’re just going to 
take our positions and wait for the 
right time,” he said in Cap-Haitien, 
Haiti’s second-largest city, which fell 
to the rebels with little resistance on 
Sunday. The insurgents have overrun 
half of the country since the rebel- 
lion began three weeks ago. 

In Washington, Secretary of

Bush s order expected 
to bolster his political 
standings in Florida 

WASH I N GTO N I President Bush tight- 
ened U.S. travel restrictions against 
Cuba on Thursday, a move likely to 
strengthen his election-year stand- 
ing in politically important Florida 
and heighten tensions with Fidel 
Castro’s communist regime. 

Bush’s order, less than two weeks 
before Florida’s presidential pri- 
mary, said Castro’s government 
had used sometimes deadly force 
against American and Cuban citi- 
zens over the past decade and might 
do so again. Such an incident “could 
threaten a disturbance of interna- 
tional relations,” Bush said. 

Bush’s action expands the gov- 


ernment’s authority to prevent the 
unauthorized departure of Cuban- 
bound ships from U.S. waters. U.S. 
authorities would be empowered to 
inspect any vessel in U.S. territo- 
rial waters, place guards on ships 
and take posses- 
sion under certain 
circumstances. 

Scores, perhaps 
even hundreds, of 
yachts sail to Cuba 
from the United 
States without per- 
mission annually, most of them 
docking at the Marina Hemingway 
in western Havana.

Cleric OKs unelected 
interim government in 
Iraq, with conditions 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Iraq’s most promi- 
nent Shiite cleric signaled Thursday 
that he would accept an unelected 
government after June 30 if elec- 
tions are set, possibly at the end of 
the year, and the United Nations 
guarantees the date. 

In a statement issued Thursday 
from his office in Najaf, Grand 
Ayatollah Ali al-Husseini al-Sistani 
said that “the period in which an 
unelected government should take 
control of this country must be short 
and for few months only.” He insist- 
ed on “clear guarantees, such as a 
Security Council resolution” regard- 
ing the date for elections. 

Although the timetable for the 
ballot is shorter than suggested by 
the United States, the statement by 
al-Sistani indicated an agreement 


was taking shape to end the U.S. 
occupation on schedule. The Bush 
administration has said the June 
30 deadline is firm. 

Al-Sistani initially demanded 
elections to choose a transitional leg- 


islature, which in turn would appoint 
a government. The Americans con-

‘Embarrassing’ audit 
shows that agency lost 
millions in parking lots 

WAS H I N GTO N I Furious members of 
the Metro Board took transit agency 
officials to task Thursday over alle- 
gations that subway station parking 
lot workers may have been stealing 
millions of dollars. 

An audit estimates as much as 
$1 million was stolen each year, but 
Metro General Manager Richard 
White was forced to admit the 
cash-strapped agency does not 
know for sure how much was lost 
and for how long. 

“It’s a very, very embarrassing 
situation for this authority,” said 
Gladys Mack, a board member 
from the District of Columbia. 


Board member and D.C. 
Councilman Jim Graham said he 
and other board members learned 
of the May audit in the fall, and 
received a detailed briefing in 
December. 

But Graham said they found out 
through the media reports Thursday 
that the private contractor operat- 
ing Metro’s pay lots and garages, 
Penn Parking, Inc., warned the 
agency years earlier that money 
was being stolen. 

Penn Parking president Lisa 
Renshaw said for years she told 
Metro there were problems, and 
in 2000 sent agency parking offi- 
cials a report detailing them. 

Metro officials told board mem- 
bers they were not able to find the 
documents Renshaw said she sent.

Pitt’s X- Factor 

Point guard Krauser has Panthers eyeing Final 4 


COLLEGE BASKETBALL I When 
Pittsburgh point guard Carl Krauser 
makes an important basket, he cel- 
ebrates by crossing his arms in an 
X to honor his home borough of 
the Bronx. 

Right now, that X could also 
represent the Roman numeral 10 
— as in the number of victories that 


would separate this Pitt team from 
any in the last 63 years. 

Winning their next 10, including 
three in next month’s Big East tourna- 
ment, would send the No. 3 Panthers 
(25-2, 11-2) to the NCAA Final Four 
for the first time since 1941. 

The Panthers, of course, can 
reach San Antonio with fewer vic- 


tories, though losing again wasn’t 
on Krauser’s mind after he scored a 
career-high 26 points Tuesday night 
in a 68-58 comeback victory over 
Georgetown. 

Pitt trailed in the second half 
for the eighth time in 13 Big East 
games, yet rallied to win for the 


sixth time. That comeback abil- 
ity could serve the Panthers well 
in the NCAA tournament and 
illustrates why, on a team filled 
with senior leaders, no Pitt player 
is more important than its sopho- 
more point guard. 

“My job is to make sure we win,” 
said Krauser. 

Despite being the Panthers’ only 
unproven starter when the season 
opened, Krauser leads them in scor- 
ing (15.5 points per game), assists 
(4.9), minutes (35.3) andfree-throw 
shooting (75 percent). 

That final statistic is important 
because Krauser’s predecessor, for- 
mer Big East CO -player of the year 

“If your point guard isn’t 
confident, then you’re 
not going to be very 
successful,” said Krauser, 

Brandin Knight, was only a 57.5 
percent foul shooter last season. 
Krauser’s finishing ability has proven 
to be one of Pitt’s biggest strengths 
as it heads into Sunday’s home game 
against Syracuse (18-6, 8-5). 

Krauser scored 19 of his 26 
points in the second half against 
Georgetown, atypical performance 
for a player who grew up admiring 
how stars closed out games by mak- 
ing big shots. 

In Pitt’s season opener, Krauser 
scored 19 of his 21 points against 
Alabama in the second half. He 
drove the length of the floor for a 
game -tying layup against Miami 
in the closing seconds, then helped 
Pitt win in overtime. He had 14 of 
his 19 in the second half of a 66-58 
victory at Notre Dame. 

“I want to run the ball at the end 
of a game,” Krauser said. “If your 
point guard isn’t confident, then 
you’re not going to be very suc- 
cessful.”

Back on the Mound 


Orioles’ Ramsay makes pitch after brain cancer 


BASEBALL | Radiation treatments 
have made it impossible for Rob 
Ramsay to grow hair on the front 
of his scalp, so there’s no hiding the 
ear-to-ear, zipper-like scar across 
the top of his head. 

People stare, but Ramsay doesn’t 
mind. His survival from brain sur- 
gery is a remarkable story, and the 
scar proves just how fortunate he 
is to be able to tell the tale. 

“The scar is a blessing. A mira- 
cle,” said his wife, Samantha. 

Two years after having a cancer- 
ous baseball- sized tumor removed 
from the front of his brain, Ramsay 
is trying to revive his major league 
career. 

His comeback began last sea- 
son, when he pitched for the San 
Diego Padres in an exhibition game 
before being sent to the team’s Class 
A affiliate. 

Now he’s at spring training 
with the Baltimore Orioles, who 
last month signed the left-hander 
to a minor league contract. 

He pitched in Triple -A ball in

2001 before experiencing severe 
headaches and nausea that fall. 
After finally heeding Samantha’s 
advice to see a doctor, Ramsay was 
diagnosed with glioblastoma multi- 
forme, a form of brain cancer. 

“At the time I was just like, ‘Let’s 
get this thing out of there and I’ll 
be on my way,”’ he recalled. Ramsay 


underwent brain surgery on Jan. 23, 
2002, and sat out the 2002 season. 
But he had no intention of giving 
up on baseball, and one year after 
the operation signed a minor league 
contract with the Padres. 

The decision stunned his wife, 
who probably would have preferred 
to see him take an office job. 

“We had just had a crazy year, 
and I thought, ‘This is kind of 
strange,”’ Samantha said. “But he 
never once told me that he was done 
with baseball, so I resigned from 
my job and went with him.” 

He still takes oral chemotherapy 
to prevent a recurrence, yet Ramsay 
is convinced that the battle is all but 
over. “The scans now for over a year 
have been clean, so barring a recur- 
rence, I’m clear,” he said. 

His doctors and the Orioles’ phy- 
sicians are monitoring his health, 
and his limited participation thus 
far hasn’t helped him improve his 
long odds of making the team. 

“I feel like I’m being held back 
at times. But it’s something I 
just have to deal with,” he said.

How the Mighty Have Fallen 


Once-elite Penguins 
in midst of one of the 
worst years in history 

HOCKEY I As the Pittsburgh Penguins 
skid toward one of the worst records 
by any non- expansion team in pro 
sports history, maybe the 1989-90 
Quebec Nordiques offer some hope 
and encouragement. 

Les Nordiques were the role 
models for losing, a group of stars- 
to-be or stars who no longer were 
that won only 12 of 80 games. 

The Penguins are 12-42-5-4, so 
they probably won’t quite reach a 
Nordiques-like level of ineptitude, 
but their rapid fall from grace has 
been steep and almost without rival 
in recent NHL history. 

Three years after reaching the 
Eastern Conference finals and 11 
years after winning a league-record 
17 straight games, the Penguins 
snapped an 18 -game losing streak 
on Wednesday in Phoenix. No team 
in NHL history had lost so many 
games in a row. 

Just like these Penguins, who 
have won only 66 of 226 over the 
last three seasons, the 1989-90 
Nordiques’ losing wasn’t confined 
to a single dreadful season. A suc- 
cession of poor finishes allowed 
them to draft a stream of stars 
who became the foundation of 
their two Stanley Cup -winning 
teams in Colorado.

The Penguins, who quickly 
disintegrated after they could no 
longer afford to pay their former 
stars, have already drafted goalie - 
of-the-future Marc-Andre Fleury.

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Lewis Pleads Not

It Came From Satireland 


‘Lost Skeleton of Cadavra’ sends up 1950s monster movies in style 


FILM I “The Lost Skeleton of 
Cadavra” may not be for everyone, 
but those who appreciate spot- on 
spoofs of the cheesiest of ’50s sci- 
fi monster movies may find it an 
inspired delight. 

The film’s writer-director- 
star, Larry Blamire, has a sharp 
ear for the cliches of old serials, 
radio shows and B -movies and 
their motifs that reaches back at 
least to “King Kong,” from which 
it makes a direct steal. 

Some may find the film as flat 
as the pictures its spoofs — “King 
Kong” excepted — but for others 
that will be part of its pleasure. 
As deliberately silly as the film is, 
it is very knowing and carefully 
thought out. 

Blamire’s Dr. Paul Armstrong is 
a dedicated scientist who, with his 
devoted wife Betty (Fay Masterson), 
has rented a cabin in the mountains 
as he searches for a fallen meteor 
containing the rare element “atmo- 
sphereum.” 

As it happens, nearby is Cadavra 
Cave, home to a legendary “Lost 
Skeleton.” The Lost Skeleton may 
be dead, but somehow his brain still 
functions, and all he needs is a dose 
of atmosphereum to bring him back 
to sinister life. 

Meanwhile, a spacecraft from 
the planet Marva crashes in the 
woods and out step aliens Kro- 
Bar (Andrew Parks) and his wife 
Lattis (Susan McConnell). They

travel with their pet, a huge, mon- 
strous-looking Mutant (Darrin 
Reed), who promptly runs off. 

Searching for the Lost Skeleton 
is evil scientist Dr. Roger Fleming 
(Brian Howe). In short, if the atmo- 
sphereum falls into the hands of 
Fleming, and he administers it to 
the Lost Skeleton, they will be able 
to rule the world. 

The fun begins in earnest when 
first Kro-Bar and Lattis, who recite 
their dialogue as if it had been writ- 
ten by Shakespeare, descend upon 
the Armstrongs’ cabin, soon fol- 
lowed by Fleming with Animala 
in tow. The perfect ’50s wife, Betty 
graciously invites them all to din-

ner and remains unflappable even 
when Animala chows down on the 
food on her plate like a cat or dog 
— and the aliens promptly copy her. 
Betty and Paul are blissfully obtuse 
types, with Paul unconsciously con- 
descending to his wife, to whom he 
says that he wants her brain occu- 
pied only by thoughts of him. 

Right through to its fade-out, 
the seedy-looking, black-and-white

FILM I Judging by their laughable 
dialogue, mediocre dancing abil- 
ity and total lack of chemistry, it 
doesn’t look like “Dirty Dancing:

The motion picture academy 
has an unusual hands-on policy 
to monitor advertising during the 
Oscars, approving each commercial 
and enforcing a strict set of rules 
regarding what can be shown. 

It will be nothing like the rau- 
cous Super Bowl free-for-all. 

“We want the show to reflect, not 
a stuffiness, but a dignity appropri- 
ate for film’s highest honor,” said Ric 
Robertson, executive administrator 
for the motion picture academy. “We 
want it to be a family affair that can 
be appreciated by the widest pos- 
sible audience.” 

The awards show, to be telecast 
Sunday on ABC, is frequently the

year’s second most-watched pro- 
gram after the Super Bowl. 

ABC is charging a record $1.5 


million for a 30-second Oscar 
ad, and has been sold out since 
September. 

CBS took in $2.3 million for a 
half-minute of ad time on the Super 
Bowl where, like the game’s infa- 
mous halftime show, advertising 
featured excess and questionable 
taste. Besides Bud Light’s gaseous 
horses, there was a crotch-biting 
dog, Cedric the Entertainer’s bikini 
wax, a randy chimpanzee and sev- 
eral spots for erectile dysfunction 
medication.

LAUNCHES I Sylvester Stallone is 
getting back into boxing — this 
time finding and grooming young 
fighters to compete in a reality tele- 
vision show. 

The 57-year- old star who played 
hard-luck fighter Rocky Balboa in 
the five “Rocky” movies will be exec- 
utive producer of “The Contender ” 
working with reality mogul Mark 
Burnett (“The Apprentice” and 


“Survivor”) and producer Jeffrey 
Katzenberg of Dreamworks SKG. 

Stallone and Burnett said the 
NBC series will focus on the lives 
of boxing hopefuls in and outside 
the ring. NBC executives said the 
show will likely air in the 2004- 
05 season. 

The idea for the new series was 
hatched by Katzenberg, the former 
Disney executive who went on to 


form his own studio with Steven 
Spielberg and David Geffen. 

The series will follow would-be 
boxers from training camp through 
challenges in the ring over 16 epi- 
sodes, with the winner getting $1 
million and the chance to become 
a professional prize fighter.

Metro’s Money

dollars missing from Metro’s pay park- 
ing lots and garages. 


Shouldn’t Metro be looking to make 
the parking lot exits entirely auto- 
mated? For those people who don’t 
use SmarTrip cards, it doesn’t seem 
like a stretch to allow farecards for 
payment or some sort of token. 

Good point. Metro officials say 
they can’t entirely automate park- 
ing facilities because of a small por- 
tion of folks — tourists, for example 
— who don’t carry SmarTrip cards 
and wouldn’t want to spend the $5 
necessary to buy one. The answer, 
they say, is in a disposable SmarTrip 
card but those won’t be developed 
for another five to seven years. In 
the meantime, Metro officials say 
it doesn’t make sense to invest in a 
temporary token system. 

What was the due process for the 
fired workers accused of stealing? 

The union that represents the 
cashiers says they were denied due 
process and that no evidence was 
presented. It has filed a complaint 
with the National Labor Relations 
Board. 

What measures will be put in place 
to reduce parking collection theft 
and can the money be recovered? 

Metro says that by April it will 
have installed more secure equip- 
ment in about two -thirds of its lots 
and garages, and it is already seeing 
a difference in the amount of park- 
ing revenue it is collecting. 

The agency says it has increased 
supervision and surveillance of 
cashiers and that the word has 
spread among cashiers that “the 
jig is up.” But it seems doubtful that 
Metro will be able to recover its lost 
revenue — the agency doesn’t even 
know how much is missing, let alone 
exactly who is responsible.
